Lists Cut Down to 175,000. 
Tim authorities early In the war as­ 
sumed un attitude of leniency toward 
all those who after arrest exhibited 
a willingness 
to register, 
believing 
that the purpose of tho law was to 
Secure a full registration rather than 
full Jails. Consequently L’.Otfct of those 
apprehended were released after hav­ 
ing registered and prosecutions wore 
begun against 2.005. 
Ever since tin* war was ended by 
the armistice the w ar departm ent bas 
been going through Its lists of desert* 
ors and delinquents and has cut. those 
lists down until it now has tho mimes 
of about I To.OOO mon who registered 
and iIkmi did not report for duty or 
should have registered and failed to 
do so. 
The authorities feel that the 
time has come when this so-en I led 
h angover of the war should he tinni­ 
ly disposed of. 
So in accordance with 
an order Issued the other day both 
the war department aud the depart­ 
ment of Justice will from thin time ho 
active In disposing of these cases un­ 
til all are out of tin* way.
